ly conformity with the announcement in last Satur- 
day’s Sub, the officers of this gallant and patriotic brig- 
ade met-at Riddle und Foster’s, corner of Bowery and 
Bayard street, which is now the great centre of excite- 
ment and rational amusement, et 8 o'clock on Monday 
evening, to make their respective reports preparatory to 
the march of the brigade to Old Tammany.

Battimore, July 1, 1846.
